the decision on these commodities.

BANDIT CUT DOWN

TACOMA, W'ash., May 24.—Forty- 
five years ago a posse in Missouri 
captured a desperate bandit, upon 
whose head a price was set.

wood tree near Joplin, Mo., on July 
12, 1877. The posse dispersed and a 
woman whom the bandit had be­ 
friended cut him down and he re­ 
covered from the ordeal. This is the 
story told by an aged resident of Ta­ 
coma, who has written to a newspap­ 
er here to learn if he can still be 
tried for robberies "in which men 
were killed. 
The letter states the bandit came 
from Missouri to the Pacific coast 
and reached Tacoma in 1879. He says 
he has lived here and m this vicinity 
for forty-three years and is known a3 
a law abiding citizen.

ROM FLINT DEPOSITS 


investigators 
Have 
Shown 
Where 
•‘Mound Builders’* Got Their 
Supply of Materials. 


Methods of ancient munition making 
are revealed by recent investigations 
of the Ohio State Archeological and 
H istorical society, which show that 
the tribes which once inhabited Ohio, 
the so-called ’ Mound Builders,” got 
their supply o£ flint for their arrow 
heads, spears, and kulvcs from the de­ 
posits of Hint which occur in t&e fer­ 
riferous 
limestone 
of 
Flint 
ridge 
in Licking and Muskingum counties. 
A great industry flourished there 
once. 
Skilled quarrymen, with a 
patience difficult to appreciate when 
one finds that their tools were only 
hammerstones of granite or quartzite, 
with perhaps the aid of wooden or 
bone wedges, worked out the stone 
from the ledges. 
E ither the quarry- 
men or another group of workmen 
then roughed out the blank forms 
from which the implements were to be 
made. 
This was done that imperfec­ 
tions might be discovered and also to 
save the transportation of useless ma­ 
terial. 
The roughed-out Mocks were then 
taken to the workshops in the vicinity 
of the quarry and expert workmen 
fashioned from Ihein leaf-iike blades,

Persistent rains over the 
entire 
route of the Lakes-to-Gulf highway 
during the past two days and nights 
—at times excessively 
heavy—con­ 
verted the earth portions of the road 
into a bog of mud and compelled 
postponement of the two tours that 
were planned to start from Sedalia 
Wednesday morning. Friends of the 
highway at all points to be visited 
were ready to give the local mission­ 
aries a cordial reception and will of 
course be disappointed. But it is the 
intention to re set 
the dates 
for 
these tours, as soon as the weather 
settles. 
The fact that a few hours of rain 
can almost completely neutralize the 
present roads of Missouri is such a 
commentary on their unsatisfactory 
character as should stimulate ener­ 
getic efforts for speedy betterment. 
From Pettis county north to 
the 
Iowa line, except the paved streets 
of the towns traversed, there is not 
a rou cf hard surfaced road, all of 
it being just ordinary Missouri mud. 
From Fettis couny south to the Ar­ 
kansas 
line 
there 
are 
scattered 
stretches of hard 
surfaced 
road. 
From Buffalo to the state line, a dis­ 
tance of about 120 miles, between 
80 and 100 miles are hard surfaced 
in some form. 
But the 
between- 
patches, following each 
rain, 
are 
typically “Missouri mud’* and as no 
road is better than its worst 
spot, 
this highway is such only in name 
during the prevalence of wet weath­ 
er. 
The patrons and friends of 
the 
Lakes-to-Gulf highway in all of the

are being assured that Pettis county 
is now in position to guarantee her 
quota of the cost of bridging 
the 
Missouri river—they are also being 
reminded that, unless that river is

more concerned than any other of 
the 12 counties on the route in hav­ 
ing the Missouri river bridged. 
At 
the pre*. ent time and under existing 
j conditions the ú ssouri State Fair 
is virtually a south-of-the-river fair 
because the citieus of the 44 coun­ 
ties of the state north of that prac­ 
tically impassable barrier are shut 
off from Sedalia—as a result they 
are better acquainted with the Iowa 
State Fair than they are with their 
own. 
And 
the 
Northern 
tourist 
travel, because of the same reason, 
goes around us to reach the South 
and 
Souhwest. 
Southern 
travel 
headed northward, knowing of 
the 
no^bridge condition of the Missouri 
river, largely do likewise. 
To have 
the State Fair speedily come Into 
its own, that of a really great whole- 
State Fair, and to derive the 
im­ 
mense benefits which the tremend­ 
ous tourist travel that will 
pass 
through here just as soon as such 
passage is made possible, this city 
and county could wel* afford—if nec­ 
essary—to put up all of the amount 
required to assure that bridge.

senate judiciary 
committee by a subcommittee head­ 
ed by Senator Borah, republican, of 
Idaho. 
The bill was 
discussed 
at 
length and the full committee defer­ 
red final judgment until tomorrow. 
Senator Borah wras joined in hold­ 
ing the bill unconstitutional by Sen­ 
ator Overman, democrat, North Caro­ 
lina, and Senator Shields, democrat, 
Tennessee. 
The other subcommit­ 
tee members, Senators Sterling, re­ 
publican, South Dakota and Dilling­ 
ham, republican, Vermont, w*ere said 
not to be in complete disagreement 
but believed the bill might well be 
passed ahd be tested before the su­ 
preme court of the United States. 
The supreme court has decided 
squarely in a lynching case from Ala­ 
bama, that 
a federal 
anti-lynching 
law' was beyond 
the 
fundamental 
povrers of congress, Senator Borah 
and his associates contended. 
Therefore, it was said that they as­ 
serted it would be useless to present 
the question anew under the pending 
bill, to the high court. The question 
of procedure, however, was question­ 
ed by other committee members and 
a decision went over.

CRAZY HORSE FOILED THREE 
AMERICAN GENERALS 
C 
RAZY HORSE (Tashunka Witko) 
chief of the Ogallala Sioux, was a ; 
fighter. As his name implied, his was j 
a personality wild, untamed and some­ 
thing of a berserker. In going into 
battle no warrior was ever allowed to 
precede him. He was not an heredi­ 
tary chief; he won hi» title by sheer 
ability. By the time the Sioux had be­ 
gun to war on the white man, they 
looked upon Crazy Horse as one of 
their most promising war leaders. 
When Red Cloud laid siege to Fort 
Phil Kearney in 1806, Crazy Horse was 
chosen to lead the attack on the wood- 
choppers, to draw out tke soldiers. 
The strategy was successful. Lieuten­ 
ant Colonel Fetterman marched out 
with 80 men, was lured Into a trap and 
overwhelmed. 
It was Crazy Horse’s 
first victory over the whites. His sec­ 
ond came in the campaign of 1876. In 
March Gen. J. J- Reynolds attacked 
Crazy Horse’s camp on the Powder 
river. He captured it, but the Ogallala 
forced him to retire hastily. 
Next he fought Gen. George Crook to 
a standstill at the famous battle of 
the Rosebud, June 17. Eight days later 
Gen. George A. Custer rode Into the 
valley of the Little Big Horn with the 
Seventh cavalry and divided his force 
to attack the big Indian camp. Crazy 
Horse instantly saw the mistake that 
Custer had made and led his warriors 
to cut off the chance to retreat. With­ 
in sn hour Custer and his men were 
dead. It was the Ogallala s greatest 
Tictory. 
Fetterman, 
Reynolds, 
Crook 
and 
Custer—Crazy Horse had met and de­ 
feated them all, and two of them were 
rated the greatest Indian fighters in 
the army. But the Ogallala met his mas­ 
ter in Gen. Nelson A. Miles, who de-

The next summer Crazy Horse sur- 
rendered. 
His enemies circulated the 
report that he was planning another 
outbreak and he came to Fort Robin­ 
son to deny it. The army officers de­ 
cided to arrest him. As they led him, 
unsuspecting treachery, toward the 
guardhouse 
his 
friend, 
Touch the 
Clouds, exclaimed: “Cousin, they will 
pnt you in prison.” 
"Another white man’s trick! Let me 
go! Let me die fighting!” shouted 
Crazy Horse, as an officer and Little 
Big Man, an Ogallala chief, seized his 
arms. 
The chief drew his hunting 
knife, hia only weapon. As they strug­ 
gled to disarm him he received a fatal 
wound—whether from the knife or a 
soldier’s bayonet is unknown. 


Great Wall of China. 
An examination of the bricks and 
m ortar in the Great Wall of China 
was 
made at 
Shan*hai*kwan by a 
chemist attached to the Bureau of Sci­ 
ence at Manila. 
He reports that the 
bricks are so weak that pieces may 
be broken off with the fingers. 
They are much larger than ordinary 
building bricks, gray in color, and 
resemble pumice somewhat in struc­ 
ture. The mortar, which is pure white 
under the exposed surface, is much 
stronger than the bricks.

There are two ways of grow­ 
ing It—one which contemplates the 
pulling of the whole plant when it is 
to be used for the table and the oth­ 
er the cutting of the leaves, allowing 
the root to remain undisturbed to 
produce a further crop which It will 
do very speedily. If the entire plant 
is to ho pulled, succession planting 
is necessary, say about two weeks 
apart 
For the small garden ,lt is best to 
cut the leaves and thus economize 
space. 
It is generally asserted in 
seed 
catalogues that the fleshy midriff of 
the leaves and the stem may 
be 
cooked as asparagus. 
However, it 
is an insipid dish and bears little 
relation to asparagus as a vegetable 
except In appearance. 
The tender 
portions of the leaf are 
the really 
valuable food crop. 
The beet Is said to be especially 
valuable as an article of diet be­ 
cause it contains a larger portion of 
iron than other vegetables.

TWO KILLED ON A 
BURNING TRESTLE 
PEORIA, 111., May 24.—Two men 
were killed when the engine and sev­ 
eral cars on a Minneapolis and St. 
Louis 
freight 
train, 
eastbound, 
plunged through a burning trestle at 
Cedar Creek, 
three 
miles west of 
Abington yesterday. 
The dead are: 
John Doyne, Monmouth, engineer. 
Richard Hewitz, 
Monmouth, head 
brakeman. 
The fireman, Needham, saw the 
trestle burning and yelled to Doyne 
and 
Hewitz, 
then jumped 
to the! 
creek bed, 12 feet below. 
He was 
saved. The origin of the fire has not 
been determined. 
The trestle, 200 feet long, is built 
on a down grade curve and is partly 
hidden by a high embankment on the 
west. The engineer from his side of 
the cab could not see around the out­ 
side of the curve. 
The rear truck of the engine slip­ 
ped from the track, which had been 
weakened by the fire, and the en­ 
gine turned over on the engineer’s 
side, pulling the 
tender 
and first 
three cars on top of it, pinning the 
engineer and head brakeman beneath 
the cab. 
Other trainment managed 
to extricate * the 
bodies.
